There is one thing I know is inaccurate regarding the cost of obtain- 
ing CD 1052. He said the cost is 10 -i per page for this two page document. 
Yesterday 1 received a letter from the Archives after I had mailed my re- 
quest and 20^ to the Archives for CD 1C52. The lettor from them said that 
the cost for that document is $2.00, or $1.80 in addition to my 2Ga re- 
mittance. Now, that is a far cry from 10j£ per page! I was very upset to 
learn of the expense involved to obtain material that is supposed to toe 
oprs, the American people, in the first place. 


Also, the Archives will send a list of information obtainable on JFIi 
material. There is a book, 183 pages, that costs 20^ per page or nearly 
$37 of material available through the Archives. Needless to say, not many 
people can afford to pay that kind of price, to say nothing of paying $2 
for a single document. Maybe there are still higher rates on certain other- 
pieces of information. But I do know that that is out of my league.
